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Reasons for Allowance 
Claims 1-5 and 7 of the instant application are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention has overcome the prior art in that the instant anti-ageing cosmetic 
formulation requires the claimed ingredients: 0.001 to 0.1 % by weight of rosemary in the form 
of a ground dry mixture from stems and leaves and 0.1 % to 1 % by weight of an extract from 
fig leaves and fruits. However, the prior art Murad, H. teaches an extract of rosemary from 
fruits for dermatological use, and the prior art Simon et al. teach the use of hair of ficus carica 
leaves and stems as cxfoliant for improving the constitution of the skin tint, smoothing the skin 
surfaces, removing wrinkle, blemishes. Therefore, the teaching of the prior art does not meet 
the required ingredients: rosemary in the form of a ground dry mixture from stems and leaves, 
and an extract from fig leaves. 

Therefore, it would not have been obvious for a person of ordinary skilled in the art to 
combine the teaching of the prior art to arrive at the instant invention because the prior art in 
combination do not suggest or teach the required ingredients: a ground dry mixture of 
rosemary from stems and leaves, and an extract from fig leaves in such a specific manner. 

Therefore, the invention as a whole would not have been prima facie obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made.
